MEANING OF TRAFFIC AGREE- 
MENT IN FINANCIAL CIRCLES 


The System Proposed is Said to be 


One That Will be Under the Con- 


trol of the New York Central 


lu financial circles it is said that 


the traffic agreement recently made 
public between the Western Maryland 
railroad and the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie, a subsidiary road of the N. Y. 
Central, will practically result in tbe 
taking over of the Western Maryland 
by the New York Central. That the 
two systems will be operated in such 
close alliance as to amount to a con- 
solidation. 


Work on the link road between Cum- 


berland, Md., and Xew Haven. Pa., 
connecting the Western .Maryland with 
the Pittsburg and Lake Erie road a 
subsidiary of the New York Central. 
will be pushed so as to have it finish- 
ed next fall. 


Operators in the great West Virginia 


coal fields have been negotiating for 
an-outlet for a long time and the pres- 
ent agreement is not a sudden step in 
that direction. It has been figured out 
and the only reason it was not finally 
adjusted years ago was on account of 
an agreement between the Baltimore 
and Ohio, the Pennsylvania and the 
Xew York Central whereby there was 
to be no encroachment on the other's 
fields in certain localities. This agree- 
ment, it is said, terminated last 
cember and since that time plans have 
been gradually maturing. 


Several millions of dollars it is ex- 


pected will be expended in the build- 
ing up and double tracking the West- 
ern Maryland to accommodate- the 
great increase in traffic. A new. tap 
on the almost inexhaustible fields of 
West Virginia, will mean that the 
road carrying the product will have to 
be in a first-class physical condition. 
The Western Maryland roadbed is in 
fairly good condition at present, but 
is could not stand the great strain to 
which it will be put without first hav- 
ing been strengthened. 


The West Virginia beds are known 


to yield the finest grade of bituminous 
coal, and its sale to foreign countries 
is readily made. The price through 
New York and Newport News and Nor- 
folk has been higher than most buy- 
ers care to pay. By the new arrange-

The 


Deer Shooting Case. 
hearing before Justice of the 


Peace .1. L. Hill, against S. Edward 
Beeler of Waynesboro. for an alleged 
violation of tbe game law in killing a 
buck without visible horns was heard 
last Thursday. 
A large number of 


witnesses were heard, the entire case 
of the Commonwealth and the defense 
being fully developed. 
County De- 


tective Chas. H. Wilson, who is also 
game warden, brought the action and 
testified that the bumps or buds where 
the horns should be were not a half 
inch high and were not visible above 
the hair. Dr. Kalbfus of the State 
Game Commission expressed 
opinion 


that from his examination of hide the 
deer never had a horn. About twenty 
witnesses testified that the deer shot 
by Mr. Beeler had small horns. 
The 


defendant testified that he saw the 
horns before he shot and that he lift- 
ed head of animal by the horns. Quite 
a number of the witnesses said the 
head of deer in possession of the prose- 
cution was not the head of the deer 
shot by Mr. Beeler. The witnesses of 
defendant 
came 
from 
Waynesboro, 


Chambersburg. Gettysburg, Blue Ridge 
Summit and Buena Vista Springs and 
other places. Dr. Hudson of this place 
testified as an expert on subject of 
horns and his evidence was one of the 
interesting features of the case. J. L. 
Williams, Esq.. represented the Com- 
monwealth and J. D. Keith, Esq., and 
W. R. Davidson. Esq.. of Waynesboro, 
fhe defendant. At the conclusion of 
the evidence there was no argument 
by counsel and Justice Hill found de- 
fendant was not guilty and dismissed 
the prosecution. 


J. L. Williams, Esq., wrote ad vising 


that no appeal be taseu aud case be 
dropped, and be has received from 
Joseph Kalbfus, Secretary of the Game 
Commission, the lollowiug letter in 
matter of the deer case : 


"Iain in receipt of your letter aud 


am uot much surprised at the con- 
clusions of the Akiennan ; I think I 
would have done about as he did un- 
der the conditions. While the law 
»ays the horns shall be visible above 
the hair aud in my opinion this deer 
had no horns whatever and therefore 
could not have been visible above the 
hair. 
I am perfectly free to say that 


if a defendant insists that he saw 
horns, even though he did uot see 
them, he should not be convicted. 
The weight of the evidence in this 
case appear to indicate that this man 
aud the other witnesses at least thought 
they saw horns ; they did see some- 
thing that they thought were horns, 
aud I think the verdict is right. Home 
of the testimony I cannot reconcile 
with what the president of the club 
told us iu your office. There is no 
doubt iu my mind about tbe identity 
of the skin and I think the matter had 
best be dropped where it is."

PRES. TAFT WILL SEND MES- 


SAGE TO CONGRESS 


The Governors of Twenty-six States 


Have Already Favorably Re- 


plied to Commission. 


Last week \vas a field day for the 


50th anniversary of the battle of Get- 
tysburg, and the commission have the 
promise of President Taft to be pres- 
ent on the occasion ad well as a num- 
ber 
oi" other disiinguished citizens. 


President Taft has promised to send 
a special message to Congress about 
the celebration. The celebration has 
been given an impetus so as to be 
made a great 
national 
event. In 


Washington, last week a convention 
took place of the governors of all the 
States and the anniversary commis- 
sion took advantage of this fact and 
addressed that convention on the cele- 
bration. The result of the work of 
members of the commission at Wash- 
ington last week is reported as fol- 
lows: 


"With a twinkle in his e\e Presi- 


dent Taft said that he knew of no pre- 
vious engagement for July 1. 2, and :J, 
1913, that would conflict with accept- 
ance of the invitation extended him by 
General Louis Wagner of Philadelphia, 
the Rev. .T. Richards Boyle of Reading 
aud .Major Alexander McDowell, clerk 
of the House of Representatives, to 
participate in the semi-centennial cele- 
bration of the battle of Gettysburg on 
the dates mentioned. He also told the 
three members of the commission that 
he would accede to their request to 
commend the celebration in a future 
message to Congress and urge official 
participation by the national govern- 
ment. 


"The meeting with the President 


was by appointment made with Major 
McDowell some time ago. The com- 
mission has addressed letters to the 
governors of all the States requesting 
the participation of their common- 
wealths in the celebration and has 
already 
received 
twenty-six accept- 


ances. The first came from the gov- 
ernor of eGorgla and the next from 
the governor of North Carolina. Then 
came Xew York and Massachusetts. 


''As the governors' convention was 


in session at Washington the commit- 
tee took advantage of the circumstance 
40 go before the meeting and make ad- 
dresses on the subject of the semi- 
centennial. It is not intended that 
the celebration shall be a "blue aud 
gray affair," but that it shall be com- 
memorative of a great historic event. 
The commission in charge was ap- 
pointed by Governor Stuart under au- 
thority of an act of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature and is empowered to in- 
vite the participation of Congress and 
the States. Its members serve with- 
out compensation except their travel- 
ing expenses. After calling on the 
President the commissioners called on 
Vice President Sherman and Speaker 
Cannon, 
extending 
invitations 
to 


them."

About ten days after the regi- 
ment was oiganized at Harrisburg un- 
der command of Col. Jennings of Har- 
risburg, with Joseph S. Jenkins of 
Hanover, as Major, it was ordered to 
Gettysburg. 


On the morning of June 26, 1863, 


the Confederate advance under Gen- 
eral Early moved down the Chambers- 
burg turnpike toward Gettysburg. Ma- 
jor Haller. in command of all the Un- 
ion troops, not exceeding 1500 men, 
^nt the Emergency Regiment through 
a dense fog toward the advancing en- 
emy, who could not be seen by the 
Union troops. 
In the forenoon the 


35th battalion of Virginia Cavalry 
dashed forward toward Jenning's men. 
They were followed bj two regiments 
of infantry. Owing to the large force 
of the enemy in front, Colonel Jen- 
nings ordered a hasty retreat. In this 
attack 174 officers and men of the 20th 
Regiment were captured, including 
^Captain Forrest who commanded the 
H*ati6V"er company. 


In the same attack Corporal Sandoe 


of Captain Bell's Cavalry, recruited 
around 
Gettysburg, 
was killed. A 


monument marks the spot, and Cor- 
poral Sandoe has passed into history 
us the first soldier who lost his life 
in the battle of Gettysburg. The 26th 
Regiment fell back toward Harrisburg 
and on the following day the Virginia 
Cavalry entered Hanover and passed 
on toward Hanover Junction where 
they destroyed the railroad bridges. 
On the afternoon of June 26, General 
Early occupied Gettysburg, and two 
days later took possession of York. 
The two regiments of emergency men 
stationed along the railroad north and 
south of York had moved eastward 
toward Wrightsville. On the after- 
noon of June 28 a sharp skirmish oc- 
curred in and around Wrightsville 
between two regiments of Pennsylva- 
nia emergency men—Bell's Cavalry, 
Ihe City Troop of Philadelphia, and a 
company of convalescent soldiers from 
the United States hospital at York 
The Confederates who attacked oui

is operated in harmony with the Van- 
derl-ilt linees. the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern owning a large 
block of its stock. It traverses the 
largest industrial centers of Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio." 


President Benjamin F. Bush of the 


Western Maryland Railroad, said that 
he would not be surprised if. in a few 
years, new steamship lines from Bal- 
timore to Europe and South Ameri- 
ca were established as a result of the 
anangement by which the Western 
.Maryland Railroad becomes the tide- 
water terminus of the Vanderbilt in- 
terests. Mr. Bush admitted that such 
a subject had been considered by the 
interests behind the new alliance. 


The head of the Western Maryland 


also stated that large terminal facili- 
ties would have to be provided in Bal- 
timore, but where these terminals 
would be located or what time extent 
would be he could not say. 


If the Xew York Central manage- 


ment will allow all freight originating 
on its Western lines to be brought to 
Baltimore as the tidewater port it will 
mean that that harbor will become one 
of the busiest in the world. Thou- 
sands of tons of freight from the great 
manufacturing centers of the West are 
shipped to Xew York, and there trans- 
ferred to steamers for Europe, South 
America and other parts of the world. 


Imports for the central west and 


the 
south 
should 
naturally flow 


through this port, and it is hoped by 
the Baltimore merchants and snippers 
that the managers of the new road 
wilt not work to the disadvantage of 
Baltimore. 


Work on the new link of road be- 


tween Cumberland and New Haven. 
Pa., by which the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie and other Vanderbilt roads will 
have connections with the Western 
Maryland, will be started shortly, per- 
haps in a month. Jn the meantime 
the engineers of both roads are work- 
ing out details and making arrange- 
ments for ordering steel and other re- 
quisites for the road.

Pay of Enumerators. 


The Director of Census has issued 


to the census sui>ervisors a detailed 
'statement of the classification of rates 
adopted for the compensation of enu- 
merators in the Thirteenth Census, 
commencing April 15 next. 


There are three general rates—the 


per capita, the mixed, and the per 
diem. 


The first and second general rates 


have five subdivisions each. 


The per diem rates range from $3 to 


$3.50, $4, $4.50, $5, $5.50. and $6, and 
are to be paid for a day of eight hours' 
work. 


For enumerators on the per capita 


basis, which will be that most widely 
used, the pay for each inhabitant is: 
Class A, '2 cents; class B. 2 1-2 cents; 
class C. 3 cents; class D, 3 1-2 cents; 
and class E. 4 cents. Such enumera- 
tors will also be paid for each farm 
as follows: Class A. 20 cents; class B, 
22 1-2 cents: class C, 25 centst: class D 
27 1-2 cents; and class E, 30 cents. 
These rates are in each case 5 cents 
or more higher than those paid in '00 
when the range was from 15 to 20 
cents. For each establishment of pro- 
ductive industry the rate for each 
class is 30 cents. For each barn and 
inclosure containing live stock, not 
on farms, the pay is 10 cents for each 
class.

Switzerland, Kraepeliu of the I'uiver- 
sity of Munich, Martiu Mayer of Heid- 
eloerg, Hetlsteu of Helsiugfors, aud 
Asehatteuberg of Muuich. 


By the use of certain instruments of 


correct measurement tuey have dem- 
onstrated beyond peradveuture the in- 
jury done to various organ?, by the 
smallest quantity of alcohol, "taken 
customarily or by way of test. Such 
instruments are the sphyinograph, 
microscope, writing balance, erg<v 
graph (invented by Dr. Augelo Mosso 
aud improved by Dr. Schnyder, for 
measuring muscular energy), stethos- 
cope, clinical thermometer, ehrono- 
graph, etc. 


These demonstrations aud deduct- 


ion, the result of long aud careful ex- 
periments,—Dr. Kraepelin's have ex- 
tended over a period of ten years, 
some of the others longer,—are so sig- 
nilicaut and far-reachiug in their &ug- 
gestiveuess that we cauuot see how 
auy phvsiciau having studied them 
can e\er after, for any disease, pre- 
seube alcohol iu au\- form,—from the 
lightest wiue to the* pleasautest cordi- 
al, from the weakest malt-liquor to the 
strongest in alcohol.—without 
pro- 


claiming himself to that exteut obso- 
lete, or at variance with advanced 
medical progress. 


It has generally been supposed, not- 


withstanding the fact that our versa- 
tile Benjamin Fraukliu iu his own 
person demonstrated the 
opposite, 


that the capacity for doing muscular 
work was increased by alcohol, aud 
that beer added vigor to the arm of the 
laborer. The influence that alcohol 
has, on the contrary, iu diminishing 
muscular ability, was first scientifi- 
cally demonstrated by Dr. Schuyder, 
m collaboration with Dr. Paul Dubois, 
as far back as 1903. The experiments 
were upou themselves. The results 
obtained were shown by the ergograpb, 
the instrument invented by Mossotol 


of the gastric juice aud retard- 
latroo. -After a banquet with wtne, 
the subsequent headache uexl uioru- 
lug is* uot so muc'i due tu the wiue as 
to the uudigeated food reutaiumg iu 
the stomach aud intestines because of 
retarded digestion, consequent upon 
the effects of alcohol. 
The scientific 


remedy, then, the best aid to digestion 
as thus shown by the test-tube and 
physiological cueiuiatry, is uot brandy, 
wiue, uor beer, but hydrochloric acid] 
pepsin, aud simple water: for the 
driukiug of water at meals in mod era 
tiou, say two or three tumblers, is not 
to be condemned untried, as good 
water is the most \aluable iu every 
wav of all the fluids that euter the 
body, aud oue of tbe best facilitators 
of assimilation. Uet nu of the super- 
stition against moderate water-drink 
iog at meals on (he ground that it di 
lutesdeleteriously the gastric juice- 
it's uot up to date. 


Iu the examination of tissue render 


ed morbid by the iugestiou of alcohol, 
the microscope is the instrument of 
precision. The first change in the liver 
of a drinker, for example, is mere 
swelling, adding to the bulk of the 
organ by diMeutiou : then the materi- 
al- the protoplasm of the cell is con- 
verted iuto fat:constituting the condi- 
tion known as fatty degeneration, for 
alcohol is death to pr jtoplasm. 


lu the fibrous tissue cells there is 


increase of material. This increase, 
or hypertrophy, disappears by merely 
abstaining from alcohol. 'leetotalUui, 
then, is an infallible remedy for this 
alcohol-induced disease, but when the 
enlargement becomes cicatricia!, as it 
does later, it cannot be remedied as iu 
the beginning by abstinence. If a dog 
bites the end oil your nose you cauuot 
grow a new oue by mu//.Iiug the dog. 
Aud this is just what happens. The 
normal liver tissue has disappeared, 
and nature, abhoriug a \acuuuu, tills 
up the space with cicatncial tissue, 
just like patching a hole iu a brick 
wall with plaster. Thus the chronic 
drunkard, even after his reformation, 
remains a man with a pathologic past 
aud present too, with at least oue of 
his organs contracted or enlarged, as 


I the case may 
be, and damaged for 


life. Atrophied kiduey, enlarged liver, 
dilated stomach, nardeued arteries, 
are the sad souvenirs of alcoholic ad 
diction, remaining after the drius 
habit has long been abandoned. 


The scientific crusade also shows by 


veracious demonstration that even the 
moderate drinker is uot as immune 
from disease as the total abstainer, 
and that the liability of the inebriate 
to contract contagion is in proportion 
to the amount of alcohol assimilated.

Since then the accuracy of these ex- 


perimeuts has been corroborated by 
many obseivers. By a series of care- 
fully studied tests, repeated over aud 
over again, it has been shown that 
the most temperate use of alcohol, the 
glass or two of that "Hue German 
bier" daily which Von Moltke said 
was "a more dangerous enemy to Ger- 
many than all of the French army," 
diminishes the working capacity of 
laboring men and that the mechanic 
who drinks even moderately can ex- 
ceed himself from twelve to tweuty- 


percent when abstaining from 


drink. In proving this, the only in- 
struments needed are the multiplica- 
tion table aud a watch. 


It has been shown, for example, that 


it is not the glass of wiue nor tbe 
tableepoonful of braudy given to the 
fainting or exhausted patient, but the 
horizontal position and tbe act of 
swallowing, that reflexly restores con- 
sciousuess. That merely swallowing 
the saliva, iu some cases, is sufficient; 
that the deglutition of warm water is 
better than cold; that swallowing warm 
tea—an always safe stimulant -is best; 
and that the use of any form of alco- 
hol, whether as whisky, brandy, beer, 
or any other variety of intoxicating 
drink, at best but delays permanent 
restoration, and. in extreme cases of 
exhaustion, or tainting, may hasten 
death, because alcohol diminishes the 
efficiency of the heart muscle,—the 
muscle upou the feebleness of which 
the fainting depends. 
This is not 


theory, but exact medical science ; not 
dogmatic assertion, but facts capable 


Thestetho- 


portant safeguard against infection,— 
a supposition analogous to the suppo- 
sition of Dr. Sangrados, of Valladolid, 
about blood-letting. If they escape, 
they think it was the brandy that did 
it; if they do not escape, it was be- 
cause they did 
not take 
brandy 


enough ; aud thus the fallacy has been 
perpetuated through 
the centuries. 


But says Metchuikoff : "Alcohol, even 
iu small doses, so affects the white 
corpuscles that they cease from exer- 
cising their microbe-destroying func 
tiou." Another 
more dramatically 


puts it: "Alcohol rendeis the white 
blood cells leas alert, so that they re- 
main passive and motionless in the 
presence of dangerous microbes, which 
it is their duty to destroy."

That the State aid extended to tu- 


berculous sufferers through the De- 
partment of Health dispensaries iu 
reaching the really needy is evidenced 
by careful statistics that Health Coin- 
missiouer Dixou has just complied. 


These statistics which are based 


upon a total of 9,3(5:; patients examin- 
ed at the dispensaries, of whom (5,?t;8 
were found to have tuberculosis, dur- 
ing a period of seventeen months end- 
ing December 31, 1908, show that tha 
average family income iu tne homes 
from which these patients came was 
$24 63 per mouth. The average num- 
ber of persons in the family was 438 
aud the average per capita iucoms 
£5.60.

CASH ROAD TAX.

Inspector Reports on Orchards 
The Pennsylvania Department ot 


Agiiculture has one branch of the 
greatest value to the people of this 
State, that of Economic Zoology with 
Prof. Surface in charge. This branch 
has 20 regular orchard inspectors cov- 
ering G7 counties of the State. 
The 


reports of these inspectors for fall of 
1909 are being made public and as Ad- 
ams county is at the head of the list 
alphabetically, the report 
for 
this 


county was given in a recent bulletin 
with that from seventeen other coun- 
ties. J. D. Herr of Lancaster, was the 
inspector and among other matters 
says: 


There is as yet no co-operation in 


my territory worthy of the name. Ad- 
ams county has a live Horticultural 
Society, but with the exception of a 
few transactions of a quasi-co-opera- 
tive nature, nothing in this line has 
been attempted. The reasons I think 
are lack of interest and of confidence.

Since April, 1870, 1 am a resident of 


Hanover. In September, 1869, I took 
charge of the grammar school in Han- 
over, being a nine months' term, end- 
ing in June 1870. 


At a meeting of the school board the 


ensuing August, they elected me prin- 
cipal of the schools, and was re-elected 
for the next six consecutive terms. 
Since then 1 have been principal of 
the Goldsboro schools in York county, 
two terms. New Oxford three terms, 
and Littlestown three terms. 


In addition to the regular school 


terms taught by me. I was the princi- 
pal of twenty-two local normal terms 
of twelve weeks each. The object of 
these noimal school terms was to pre- 
pare the students, male and female— 
for teaching. Of these at least 125 
took the profession. 
Some of them 


are still teaching. 


In my first year's teaching some op- 


position manifested itself, nominally 
on account of my jouth, but really, 
because of my determined efforts, in 
urging the necessity of better schools, 
better teacheis and change in text- 
books. This 
opposition 
especially 


manifested itself at Abbottstown the 
first term I taught school, because I 
introduced the methods employed in 
teaching by Prof. Scherer at New Ox- 
lord. 


The opposition to my efforts for the 


L-etternient of the Abbottstown school 
became so apparent while teaching 
the third term, that the school board 
employed another teacher. 


But in 1854, the board re-elected me 


again to take charge of the school, and 
therefore was its teacher for thirteen 
more terms; thus demonstrating the 
one fact, that my services gave entire 
satisfaction. For the last six or seven 
terms my salary was $52.50 per month 
and when subsequently the hoard re- 
duced the salary from $52.50 to $35, I 
refused to be an applicant for the po- 
sition. 


Some time in May, 1869, I received 


that the grammar school* Was hard to 
contiol, that discipline was lacking, 
and for that reason they wanted me 
to take charge of the school; that they 
u ere willing to pay me the same salary 
they paid the principal, $50. 


I consented, was elected, took charge 


of the school In September 1869, and 
in four weeks' teaching, after a little 
••unpleasantness" with six of the larg- 
er boys, everything was lovely! 


Taking charge of one of the schools 


iu Hanover was the reason I did not 
••get way down iu Dixie." 


I always took good care of my stu-

Butter and Egg Swindlers Sentenced 
. About a year ago a number of our 
citizens were swindled by the York 
concern known as the L'uited Butter 
aud Egg Company. They were promis- 
ing our farmers more than market 
price but promises did uot mature iu- 
to the cash. The swindlers were caught 
aud disposed of last week by Judge 
\Vauuerof the York County Court. 


Joseph Schlossmau, Martin Green 


and Morris Green, convicted by a jury 
.Saturday of perpetrating the United 
Butter and Egg company swindle, 
were called before the court and seu- 
teuced each to the penitentiary at sol- 
itary confinement and hard labor. 
Schlos3na»n was sentenced to a total 
of uot less than nine mouths nor mtr; 
than three years. Judge Wanner in 
imposing this sentence, said he had 
takeu iuto consideration the fact that 
Schlossman had already spent seven 
mouths in jail. 


Martin Green received the same 


sentence as Schlossmau, namely, not 
less than nine months nor more than 
three years. He had beeu in jail abom 
nine months before trial. 


Morris Green received a sentence of 


not less than six mouths nor more 
than two years in the penitentiary, he 
receiving only one penitentiary sen 
teuce. \vbile the sentences of his co- 
couspiraton- were made up of two sen- 
tences, running concurrently. On the
